Edna Mae Parker, 18, a maid 
hired on a trial basis Monday by 
Mrs. James S. Brooks, 33, said 
Brown was the man who calmly 
shot her mistress and Mrs. Kath- 
erine S. Brooks, 74, while they 
were tied together in the dining 
room of their home Thursday 
night. 


EIGHT HOSTAGES 


Brown, clad in brown ragged 
pants and a brightly colored T- 
shirt, admitted being in the 


Brooks’ home at the time of the 
shootings. But he denied intention- 
ally killing either of the women 
after holding eight persons as ter- 
rified hostages for over two hours. 

Asked directly whether he had 
shot the younger Mrs. Brooks, 
Brown replied: 


“In a way of speaking, I did. 
The gun went off.’’

JUDGE SPEAKS 


The jury’s verdict was returned 
at 9:15 p.m., but Judge Pye— 
who had earlier ordered that “‘no 
word be spoken’’ when the ver- 
dict was announced—kept Wil- 
liams and the jury in court until 
9:40 p.m. while he thanked the 
jury, spoke on the merits of jury 
service and discharged the jurors. 


When the jury had left the 
courtroom, the judge ordered the 
sheriff on hand to excuse the 
press and state’s attorneys first, 
then Williams and his attorney 
and then courtroom spectators. 


Williams later commented, “I 
am elated that my complete in- 
nocence has been established by 
the-jury.”’

Georgia Gets 
$1,982,469 
U.S. Surplus 


Constitution Washington Bureau 

WASHINGTON—Surplus proper- 
ty for which the federal govern- 
ment paid $1,982,469 was made 
available to Georgia for educa- 
tional, public health and civil de- 
fense purposes during July, Au- 
gust and September of this year. 


This announcement was made 
by the Department of Health, Ed- 
ucation and Welfare in Secretary 
Arthur S. Flemming’s quarterly 
report to Congress on the depart- 
ment’s surplus property program. 


Total property distributed or 
made available to all the states 
for the three month period was 
valued at $92,051,800. 


It is property no longer needed 
by the federal government and is 
distributed under the provisions 
of the Federal Property and Ad- 
ministrative Services Act of 1949. 


These surpluses go to education- 
al, public health and civil de- 
fense organizations arfd to eli- 
gible non-profit health and edu- 
cational institutions exempt from 
federal taxes. Regional offices 
of HEW channel the property to 
the institutions. 


It includes such items as motor 
vehicles, hospital, school and of- 
fice furniture, motion picture pro- 
jectors, laboratory equipment, 
and school and office supplies. 
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Hartsfield Suggests 
A Possible Answer 


Mayor William B. Hartsfield has 
pledged the full support of the city gov- 
ernment to the Fulton County delega- 
tion in its efforts to find a way to keep 
the Atlanta school system in operation 
in the face of a probable court order to 
begin at least token integration next 
September. 

He asked the incoming State Legisla- 
ture to allow Atlanta itself to be “the 
jury” which will decide the fate of its 
schools. 

Georgia’s state laws are expected to 
be ruled illegal, according to those close 
to the question, including among others 
Sen. Herman Talmadge. But this decision 
on the state laws is expected to come 
after the federal court school ruling early 
next year. ¢ 

“Legislation should be introduced giv- 
ing the people of Atlanta some voice in 
what becomes of their own property and 
the education of their own children,” 
said Mayor Hartsfield. 

“In other words, let the state give us 
exactly what they are asking the federal 
government to do for Georgia. Let the 
people of Atlanta be the jury to decide 
the fate of their own schools.” 

This issue cannot be confined to At- 
lanta. It is known, for example, that an 
increasing number of state superintend- 
ents feel Atlanta should be allowed to 
decide what it wishes to do. They feel 
their own schools would then be left 
alone for some time. 


The mayor has acted in the face of a 
growing demand from Atlanta parents— 
as has the Fulton Legislature delegation. 


Virginia suggests she is moving from 
massive resistance toward a local option 
plan. Certainly, as Sen. Talmadge said, 
new approaches must be made. Granting 
authority to local boards seems the most 
logical plan among the many thus far 
suggested.

Tech’s Research Efforts 
Are Paying Dividends 


As old grads return to Georgia Tech 
today for Homecoming they will be in- 
terested to note that the institution is 
maintaining its position as the largest uni- 
versity-connected engineering and indus- 
trial research center in the South. 


Expenditures for basic and applied re- 
search at Tech’s Engineering Experiment 
Station were up 20 per cent over any 
previous period in the last fiscal yéar, 
according to am announcement made yes- 
terday. The record total of $2,383,000 in- 
cluded government-sponsored projects, 
industrial projects and increased support 
from the state for specific studies relating 
to Georgia. ‘ 

Valuable contributions to the state and 
nation are resulting from Tech’s research 
efforts. Returns in the future will far 
outweigh the relatively small sums c¢x- 
pended to find solutions to practical en- 
gineering problems and to make funda- 
mental contributions to science. 

Another boost in the program will be 
provided in the near future with com- 
pletion of the new radioisotopes and bio- 
engineering laboratory. Still in the future 
is the nuclear reactor for which funds 
already have been provided. From it will 
come knuwledge to speed transition to 
the atomic age. 

Congratulations are in order for the 
dedicated faculty and research workers 
at Tech whose achievements are making 
history and bringing great credit to a 
splendid institution. \

Armed Forces Cutbacks 
Are Dangerous Gamble 


Announcement by Secretary of De- 
fense McElroy that he plans to go ahead 
with cutbacks of 55,000 men in the Army 
and Marine Corps is disturbing indeed in 
view of the continuing tense international 
situation. 

It conflicts quite drastically with the 
announced beliefs of Sen. Russell, chair- 
man of the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee, who said Wednesday at Colum- 
bus that manpower cuts in the Army 
have endangered the nation’s security. 
The new reduction would lower Army 
strength to a post-Korean low of 870,000 
men. 

Secretary McElroy said frankly that 
emphasis on air and naval power made 
the cutbacks necessary. With the biggest 
defense budget in history and faced with 
the biggest budget deficit in recent years, 
the Eisenhower administration again is 
taking a calculated risk that there will be 
no limited war such as Korea. It is still 
banking on the massive retaliation idea 
as the major deterrent to war. 

Sen. Russell on the other hand be- 
lieves that a larger army, equipped with 
modern weapons and with airlift power 
that could transport il to any part of 
the globe within a matter of hours, is 
the best deterrent to the small aggres- 
sions such as have been threatened in the 
Far East, the Middle East and now in 
Berlin. 

As discouraging as the budget out- 
look seems to be, we still believe with 
Sen. Russell that the American people 
are willing to support a military estab- 
lishment capable of insuring national se- 
curity. Economy at the risk of national 
disaster is no economy at all. 


Keeping Physically Fit 
Is the Way to Health 


This is Physical Fitness Week and 
the YMCA has been holding a series of 
clinics stressing the need for keeping our 
bodies healthy through planned exercise 
programs. 

Especially is the need for physical fit- 
ness pointed up as a result of a recent na- 
tionwide survey which showed a shock- 
ing lack of same in the American popu- 
lation, especially among school children.

He said he felt some- 
thing was wrong after talking to 
Jeanean and his mother, and 
rushed home. 


Police quoted Brown as saying | 
he saw Brooks drive up and went 
outside. But Brooks saw the in- 
truder and ran for help. “I ran 
back into the house,”” Brown said, 
“and that man (Van _ Allen) 
jumped me. The gun went off in 
the tussle.”

Official returns filed with Fort- 
son are still incomplete on the 
16 general proposed amendments 
submitted to voters in the gen- 
eral election.

A Georgia team with less ability almost floored Auburn in Co- 
lumbus last year, losing a fumble with a first down at the Plains- 
men 2. But Auburn has had even closer brushes with defeat during 


the astonishing 2l-game streak, and to their eternal credit the | 


Plainsmen have yet to lose. 


Possibility of an upset reminds the Georgia faithful of the | 


gloomy afternoon in 1942 when Monk Gafford and an unneralded 
band of War Eagles scissored Georgia’s 15-game winning skein. 


The Bulldogs will be battling a remodeled Auburn offensive 
machine. After two years of successful, cautious football, the 
Plainsmen went on a reckless scoring binge last week. They 
hurled 35 passes in the 33-14 romp over Miss. State 


Long the nation’s leading defensive demons, the 529-yard ex- 
plosion against the Maroons planted the Plainsmen atop the SEC 
on offense and defense. 


Auburn has an impregnable line, a 2l-game streak without 
defeat. Until last Saturday, Georgia possessed a porous defense. 
The Bulldogs haven’t won in three weeks, only twice all season. 
They haven't scored against Auburn in two years, haven't defeated 
the Plainsmen since 1952. However, a team which wants to win 
so badly can win on any Saturday. I think the Bulldogs are going 
to take it all this time, say by a score of 16-14. If Auburn extends 
its skein to 22, the margin is likely to be at least two TDs. 


Since I’m serving up upsets, set the stage for one of the 
biggest of any season. Don’t be surprised if battered Tennessee, 
beaten by Chattanooga last week, derails bowl-bound Ole Miss in 
Knoxville.
